Appalling Wreck on Jersey Cen­ 
tral at Qraceiand. 


24 BODIES RECOVERED 


Mtnj Bodies Believed 
to Hare 
Been Cremated. 


New York, Jan. 28.—One of the most 
appalling railroad wrecks th at has oc­ 
curred in the vicinity of New York for 
many years, the loss of life being esti­ 
mated at not less than 30 persons, took 
place last night at Graceland, on the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, near 
Westfield, N. J., when the Royal Blue 
line express ploughed at top speed 
Into the rear of a local train. 
Imme-' 
diately after the crash three of the 
shattered cars of the local train took 
fire, rendering impossible the rescue 
of many of the wounded, who were 
pinned 
fast 
in the wreck. 
Many 
bodies are believed to have been con­ 
sumed. 
The dead so far identified are: Ed­ 
gar Williams, a New York lawyer; 
C. G. Sayer, of Plainfield; Harry G. 
Hand, of New York city; Harry Pat­ 
terson, of Dunellen; George E. Reed, 
of Scotch Plains; Thomas Cuming, of 
Plainfield; Rowland R. Chandler, of 
Plainfield; Edward Flynn, of Plain­ 
field. 
In addition to this list there are 
many charred bodies, unidentified, still 
at the scene of the wreck. 
It is known that there are 24 dead. 
Sixteen charred bodies have now been 
taken out. Eight dead were either re­ 
covered before the fire or died after 
being taken out of the wreck.

wreck caught fire from the fire box 
of the locomotive. The screams of the 
injured in the heap were intensified as 
they found themselves hommed In by 
the flames. 
Tho passengers In the 
two forward cars of the first train and 
all the men from the express and 
every one in the neighborhood went 
to work at once to get out tho Injured 
before the liâmes could roach them. 
At times while toiling in the wreckage 
the flames reached the rescuers, and 
their clothing look fire, but they work­ 
ed on though hi constant danger of be­ 
ing killed themselves. Some of the in* 
Jured were burned to death in sight 
of the men who were working with 
¿esperatlo* to save 
them, but 
the 
flames soon gained complete mastery 
of the last two cars. 
The firemen from Westfield were 
summoned by phone, but arrived too 
late to save many lives. Doctors were 
called for from Elizabeth, Westfield 
and Plainfield, and there was a score 
on hand. The parlor cars of the Royal 
Blue line train .were converted into 
temporary hospitals. 
The fireman after a time mastered 
the liâmes. 
Then the wreckage was 
attacked again and the work of re­ 
covering the bodies was begun. Out of 
the first car eight bodies were taken. 
The sight while the wreck was burning 
was horrifying. Men could be seen in 
the wreckage pinned fast amid the tim ­ 
bers of the cars and struggling to be 
free while the flames roared around 
them. 
The rescuers were helpless to 
aid them, as they already had been 
driven from the wreck by the flames. 
One of those who tried to take out a 
man pinned in found that he was held 
down by one leg near the ankle, and I 
seeing it would be useless to do any- 1 
thing else, is said to have finally sever­ 
ed the m an’s leg and then carried him 
to one of the parlor cars. 
Both res­ 
cued and rescuers were badly burned. 
When the engine ploughed into the 
rear car it partly split the car open, : 
and at the same time lifted it up and 
on tô itself. This car was the first to 
take fire and most of those in it are 
dead. Some of them are believed to be 
beneath the overturned engine. 
Those in Ihe cor olu*:id which was 1 
lifted over the rear car, suffered tho 
most.
